MEDIA AFFAIRS MONTHLY CALL REPORT for AUGUST 1997 


HIGHLIGHTS: U.S. TOBACCO IN THE NEWS 


Iowa Medicaid - On August 26, Polk County Judge Linda Reade dismissed a significant 
portion of Iowa's lawsuit against the tobacco industry, ruling the state has no law that allows it to 
recover Medicaid dollars spent to treat sick smokers. Attorney General Tom Miller plans to appeal 
a state ruling. The Associated Press reported the story. 

Contraband Cigarettes - The New York Times featured an article on August 25 on 
contraband cigarettes and accusations that the tobacco industry is involved in distribution of 
cigarettes into the black market in many countries. The Associated Press also covered the story. 
All calls were referred to PM International. 

World Conference on Smoking and Health -- The 10th World Conference on smoking 
and Health was held August 24-28 in Beijing, China. The conference was attended by world 
health leaders who were meeting to discuss issues such as cigarette taxes, passive smoking, 
banning cigarette advertising at sporting events, the expansion of the tobacco industry into 
developing countries and ongoing tobacco litigation. Conference participants spoke about the 
need for China to become the next battleground for anti-smoking campaigners and that lawsuits 
were the best way to fight the tobacco industry at this time. All major news outlets, both domestic 
and international covered the event. All calls were referred to PM International. 

Florida Medicaid -- On August 24, U.S. cigarette companies agreed to pay Florida $11.3 
billion over 25 years to settle the state’s Medicaid lawsuit against the industry. The settlement 
called for the immediate removal of all billboards near schools and playgrounds within 45 days and 
all billboards in the state within 5 months. 

In addition, vending machines will be removed from any establishment which children have access 
to. All advertising in sports arenas and on public trains and buses will be removed as well. The 
tobacco industry released a statement and M.A.N. consultants proactively disseminated to 
appropropriate media. All major news outlets covered the story and all calls were referred to 
External Relations and Sawyer Miller. 

The CEOs of Philip Moms and RJR gave taped depositions in the Florida Medicaid trial. On 
August 24, RJR CEO Steven Goldstone said he believed that “smoking plays a part in causing 
lung cancer." On August 23, Philip Morris CEO Geoffrey Bible stated that cigarettes “might have” 
been partially responsible for causing fatal diseases. All major news outlets covered the 
depositions. Media calls were referred to External Relations. 

On August 7, eight privileged Liggett documents were released by a Florida court. In the 
documents lawyers discussed strategies for defending against lawsuits, conducting public 
opinion polls, and defending against attacks over the ingredients used in cigarettes. Ail major 
news outlets covered the story. All media calls were referred to External Relations. 

Massachusetts Ingredients Disclosure — On August 19, a Federal Appeals Court in 
Boston upheld the MA ingredients disclosure law, ruling that it did not violate constitutional 
protections. Separately, the state Public Health Council gave final approval for the regulations to 
implement the law. The Associated Press reported. PM U.S.A. declined comment on all media 
calls. 
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Proposed Resolution — On August 20, five state Attorneys General wrote a letter to industry 
attorney J. Philip Carlton threatening to reject the proposed resolution if the tobacco tax credit in 
the balanced budget pact is not eliminated. The letter was reportedly on behalf of the 40 states 
who agreed to the resolution. The Wall Street Journal and USA Today reported. All calls were 
referred to Sawyer Miller. 

On August 18, White House Domestic Advisor Bruce Reed confirmed in a telephone interview 
that President Clinton will seek an additional $50 billion in payments from tobacco companies as 
part of the proposed resolution to off-set the credit for increased revenues from the cigarette tax 
passed in the balanced budget legislation. All major news outlets covered and media calls were 
referred to Sawyer Miller. 

On August 14, the Associated Press and Lexington Herald-Leader reported on the efforts by the 
Burley Tobacco Growers Cooperative Associations in Kentucky, the Flue-Cured Growers Co-op in 
North Carolina and the Kentucky Farm Bureau to reach consensus on a plan for changes to the 
proposed resolution that would provide economic protections for farmers. They will prepare a 
joint proposal to be presented to Congress. 

On August 13 Mississippi Attorney General Mike Moore and attorney Dick Scruggs reopened 
negotiations with the tobacco industry to strengthen portions of the settlement in response to 
concerns raised by the White House and public health groups. The Washington Post and New 
York Times reported. 

Oregon Smoking Ban — On August 20, the city council of Corvallis, OR voted unanimously to 
enact a stringent tobacco law that bans smoking in all public places (including bars and 
restaurants) and within 10 feet of the outsides of doors of buildings or of people standing in line. 
The law becomes effective January 1 for all venues except bars, which will be enacted on July I. 
The Associated Press and the Eugene Register Guard reported on the new law. 

LA County Fair -- On August 19, the American Lung Association launched a campaign to 
persuade the promoters of the Los Angeles County Fair to sever a promotional relationship with 
Philip Morris USA, specifically banning Marlboro merchandise and Marlboro Music. Media Affairs 
received calls from The Los Angeles Times . The LA Daily News and The San Gabriel Valiev 
Tribune . PM USA responded with standard messages on youth marketing and sponsorship. In 
addition, PM USA provided information on AAA and We Card. 

We Card — On August 15, We Card press conferences and training seminars were held in 
Phoenix/Scottsdale, East Valley and Tuscon, AZ. Over 65 retailers attended each area's seminar. 
All major local television affiliates covered the events as well as several local radio staions and The 
Tribune . 

We Card seminars were also held in Louisville, Lexington and Prestonsburg, KY throughout the 
week of August 11. Commissioners of the Kentucky Attorney General Department, the ABC, 
Senator Joey Pendleton and Pat Hicks of the Kentucky Grocers Association attended the 
Louisville press conference. New and improved compliance rates were announced prior to the 
seminar. WHAS-AM, the Kentucky Radio Network, The Courier Journal and all four local television 
networks attended. 

The M.A.N. consultants in both regions worked to arrange and publicize the press conferences 
and training seminars and pitch local spokespeopie to the media.

FDA Jurisdiction -- On August 11, a three-judge panel of the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
heard arguments over the FDA’s jurisdiction over tobacco. While a formal ruling is not expected 
until fall, most reports maintained that the judges’ questions revealed a skepticism toward FDA 
rule. The Washington Post. USA Today . Wall Street Journal . Reuters and the Associated Press 
covered the appeal. Media calls were referred to External Relations. 

Operation Storefront -- On August 7, the California anti-smoking alliance “Operation 
Storefront” released a survey in California claiming that of 3,796 retail tobacco outlets visited by 
volunteers, 44% had tobacco advertising located near candy displays and 36% had tobacco ads 
placed less than 3 feet above the floor. The survey concluded that little progress had been made 
in restricting the ability of children to view tobacco ads. Media Affairs received a call from The 
Orange County Register regarding the survey. PM USA responded with message points in 
regards to retailers and youth access, point-of-sale advertising and retailer education and training. 
In addition, referred reporter to CA Grocers Association and other retailers who support We Card. 
The Associated Press also reported. 

A similiar study was released concerning Operation Storefront in Missouri. The survey concluded 
that those stores inspected had an average of 29 tobacco ads and promotions. Also, more than 
60 percent of the stores placed tobaco next to candy and nearly three-quarters of the stores 
placed tobacco below three feet. KOLR-TV in Springfield called media affairs and PM USA 
responded with key message points on youth access, retailer education and training and point-of- 
sale advertising. The St. Louis Post-Disptach also reported. 

Federal Executive Branch Smoking Ban — On August 4, President Clinton signed an 
executive order banning smoking in federal executive branch office buildings. The order 
prohibits smoking in all federal executive branch office buildings including doorways and 
courtyards, except in separately ventilated rooms, residential units, and “undercover, military or 
diplomatic situations that are essential to accomplish agency missions.” The Washington Post- 
New York Times . USA Today. Associated Press and Reuters reported. 

Balanced Budget Act — On August 1, the Balanced Budget Act was passed in the Senate by 
an 85-15 vote. The Act included a 10 cent per pack structured cigarette excise tax increase that 
takes effect in 2000, with an additional 5 cents increase in 2002, however, the revenue produced 
from the increase could be used as a credit towards any payments by the companies if the 
proposed resolution is passed into law. The bill was signed into law on August 5 by President 
Clinton. All major media outlets covered the story including The New York Times and The 
Associated Press. All media calls were referred to Lance Morgan of Sawyer Miller. 

Ohio State Fair — On August 1, Tobacco Free Ohio issued a press release protesting the 
presence of a booth at the 1997 Ohio State Fair promoting Marlboro tobacco products and 
merchandise. WCMH-TV and WBNS-TV reported.
